The some general policy was fol¬ 
lowed In dealing with the problem of 
caring for I he fens of thousands of 
orphans that had boRi left by the war. 
Ilorner Polks, commissioner of chart- 
ties of tl*e state of New York, was 
called to Cuba hy Wood to aid In d* 
establishment of a aystem for placing 
snd permanently raring for these lit¬ 
tle rtCNolaie*. Chief Justice White 
of the Supremo court of the United 
Staten, at that time an associate Jus¬ 
tice, was con»u 1 ted as to the method to 
he pursued in reorganising tho courts.

foundation and an absolute respect 
among the people for life and prop¬ 
erty. Thti school aystem which Wood 
established uas founded on the laws 
of Ma**nrhti*ctta and Ohio. Hoads 
were built which made communication 
«|M»edy. The hospitals erected under his 
supervision were of tho highest type.

In hla reconstruction work 
In KgypL Rllhu Root said this work 
never was paralleled In ctdonlal pos¬ 
sessions anywhere, Theodore Roose¬ 
velt said that Leonard Wood "has 
rendered services to Cuba of a kind 
which. If performed three thousand 
years ago. would have made him a 
hero mimed up with the aun god In va¬ 
rious ways.** 

After the Cuban etperlcnce Wood 
was for live year* In the Philippines 
confronted with the dUBcolt labor of 
establishing a civil government, this 
time among a Mohamtnednn people. 
There he did the same successful 
work he did In Cube. 

This period of residence In the Phil¬ 
ippines gave Wood an opportunity to 
study conditions In the British colo¬ 
nies. Borneo. Kings pore, end to keep 
In dose touch with conditions In 
Japan and along the China coaAt. 
Wood trawled through India, spent 
same time with the Dutch In Java, and 
with Lord Cromer In Egypt. lie 
gained and retained knowledge of all 
which at that time ennte under hie etu- 
dloue observation. 

Then Leonard Wood became chief 
of the general etaff of the United 
States army. In whose hands rests 
very largely the direction and admin¬ 
istration of tho military establishment, 
which after all la UO per cent e hu*t- 
ners Uisiivr.
